JEFFERSON CITY, April 30.— 
Xenophon P. Wilfley, Senator Stone’s 
successor in the Senate, delivered a 
speech at a luncheon tendered to him 
-by the Jefferson City Commercial 
Club today. He made plain his atti- 
tude on supporting President Wilson, 
when he said: 
“I propose to support President 
Wilson with all tHe intelligence and 
strength and courage within my 


_ power.”’ 

His address follows: 

>“I have keen appreciation of the 
honor and responsibilities of this 
great office. To be United States 
Senator from Missouri is worthy of 
the ambition of any citizen of this 
State. Distinguished men have oc- 
cupied this position, who have ren- 
_@ered illustrious service to the Gov- 
ernment. 
. “Never did this office carry great- 
er. responsibility than at the present 
| time. The crisis which confronts 
| this Government calls for a stout 
> heart and supreme courage. The; 
forces of the nation must be co-ordi- 
nated and attuned to the spirit and 
fact of war. This requires extraor- 
dinary effort, for we are not enam- 
ored of war. We are naturally a 
peace-loving nation; indeed, we have 
been suspicious of anything that 
tended to exalt the military over the 
civil power. But, we are in a world 
war, and we cannot shut our eyes to 
the situation; if we do, we will not 
evade it. Inactivity means infinite 
sorrow and suffering, and indiffer- 
ence means destruction, 

Greater Reason for Fighting. 

“The fact that we did not bring on 
this war is all the greater reason why 
we should fight to win it. An inno- 
cent man who is struck hy a bully 
deserve more credit for resenting 
the insult than one who js looking 
for trouble. The passions of war 
ravaged Belgium with rapine and 
murder, and finally reduced the able- 
bodied population, men and women, 
to vassalage. The feeling of the 
rulers of Germany toward Belgium 
is not different from their attitude 
toward the United States. World 
dominion or death, this is the policy 
of the German empire. This policy 
is backed by a propaganda of de- 
struction and terrorism, which, in 
horror and magnitude, surpasses all 
the wars in the history of the world 
‘combined. 

“We must meet this situation with 
a supreme and indomitable purpose 
to put an end to the accursed spirit 
which brought all this misery and 
sorrow and ruin upon the world. 

“The warfare waged by Germany 
is so ruthless and reckless and heart- 
less that it challenges all mankind 
to arise and defend the rights of hu- 
manity. The propaganda of the Ger- 
man Government is the very anti- 
thesis of our conception of civiliza- 
tion. It has ben well said that the 
turpitude of the Kaiser is but the 
logical and consistent culmination of 
&@ policy to destroy the ideals of mod- 
ern civilization. 

"We have greater resources than 
Germany. We have a more resolute 
and stalwart race than the German, 
and we must employ the resources of 
men and material to protect us and 
restore to us the permanent peace we 
love so well. Let us not misunder- 
stand our relation to this crisis. We 
did not co into this war on account 
of the loss of pronerty, enormous and: 
serious as that was; we are not!

DETROIT, Mich., April 30 (By A. 
P.).—Capacity business in = retail 
houses dealing in package goods, 
famine prices for wines and whis- 
kies in cafes and barrooms and “‘no 
beer” signs in many of them marked 
the last day of the legal sale of liquor 
in Detroit and Michigan today. 

The constitutional amendment 
making Michigan a prohibition State 
becomes operative at midnight to- 
night. 

By the terms of the amendment, 
the sale or manufacture of alcoholic 
beverages is restricted to that re- 
quired for medicinal or sacramental 
purposes. 

It is estimated that approximately

largest city in the United States to 
be dry by the vote of its citizens, 
went out of business for good last 
Saturday nicht.

Reserve District is regarded in Wash- 
ington, according to an Associated 
Press dispatch today, as a formid- 
able contender for allround first hon- 
ors in subscriptions. It was the first 
of the 12 districts to attain its quota. 
The organizers of the district cam- 
paign are also trying to make the 
largest percentage of oversubscrip- 
tion, and to get the greatest number 
of .subscriptions, in relation to the 
district population. 
The district gained $6,736,330 in 
sales in one day, according to totals 
compiled up to noon yesterday, which 
give the district’s total as $163,306,- 
050, or more than 117 per cent of 
the district’s quota of $130,000,000.

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41,105 TONS OF AMERICAN 
SHIPPING LAUNCHED IN WEEK 


Builders Speeding Up Production, 
Total Output to Date Being 
1,400,000 Tons. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (By A. 
P.).—-American ship. builders have 
responded to the Shipping Board’s 
urgent demand for speed in produc- 
tion. In the week ending yesterday 
they launched 41,105 tons, making 
a total of 1,405,000 tons since the 
building pregram got under way. 
Nearly 50,000 tons of completed ships 
were delivered during the week. 

Three steel ships aggregating 18,- 
305 tons, and one wooden ship of 


3500 tons were launched in one day. 
One of the four wooden ships put 
into the water during the week, the 
Caponka, of 3500 tons, was launched 
by the Grant-Smith-Porter  Co., 
Portland, Ore., in 50 days from the 
time the keel was laid, the shortest 
time ever recorded for launching a 
hull of that size. The other wooden 
hulls are Accoma, 3500 tons, New- 
ark, N. J.; Sturgeon Bay, 3500 tons, 
Sturgeon Bay, Wis., and _ Astoria, 
3500 tons, Astoria, Ore. 

The launchings were developed 
evenly between steel and wooden 
vessels, the steel hulls being the 
tanker Flagler, 11,375 tons, Newport 
News, Va., and three freighters, 
West Bridge, 8800 tons, Portland, 
Ore.; Piqua, 4000 tons, Wilmington, 
Del., and Lake Chelean, 2930 tons, 
Toledo, O. 

All of the deliveries were requisi- 
tioned on the stocks, including one 
tanker, the Overbrook, 9000 tons, 
built at Chester, Pa., and six freight- 
ers, Lake Charles and Lake Como, 
3100 tons each, Loraine, O.; Yellow- 
stone, 9400 tons, San Francisco; 
Westgate, 8800 tons, Portland, Ore.:

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ACTIVITIES OF OUR MEN 
IN BATTLEZONE DESCRIBED 
BY POST-DISPATCH MAN 


Only Cover for Them the Chalk Trenches 
They Occupy—No Communication Except 
Through Fire—Developing Defense. 


The Post-Dispatch herewith publishes the first dispatch received by 
an American newspaper direct from its own correspondent giving an 
account of the activities of the American forces in the Amiens region. 
The dispatch is from Lincoln Eyre who accompanted the Americans into 
the trenches under fire.

HEADQUARTERS, UNITED STATES INFANTRY ON THE BATTLE 
FRONT IN NORTHERN FRANCE, April 28.—For several days the American 
expeditionary forces have been piaying an active part in the most mommentoug 


battle of the ages. 

In the positions assigned to our contingent by Gen. Foch, which are 
on the line that bars the road to Pagis and Amiens, the regiment to which 
I am attached is helping the Franco-British forces north of us t} withstand 
the latest and most furious assaults. 

Over our heads a continous stream of shells of all calibers is hurtling 
its way into the enemy’s lines and the Germans are replying in kind, 
though with considerably less intensity. Our artillery’s shot average ten to 
the enemy’s one. The fury of our fire is turning all villages behind the 
enemy lines into dust heaps. 


While it is well within the battle 
zone, the sector we occupy for the 
time being, at least, is a compara- 
tively inactive part of the Noyon- 
Ypres line. There have been no in- 
fantry encounters between the Ger- 
mans and our troops thus far, but 


the massing of batteries reported op- 
posite our front indicates a likeli- 
hood of more strenuous fighting in 
the none too distant future. 

Heavy Losses Inflicted. 

Meanwhile, there is evidence that 
our guns have inflicted heavy losses 
on the enemy infantry. At least one 
village has been rendered untenable. 
During the four days the American 
seventy-fives and their heavier 
brethren have been on the job it has 
been on fire more than once, and 
even its deepest cellars, organized as 
little machine-gun forts by the Ger- 
mans, have been crushed under an 
avalanche of French and American 
high explosives. 

Saturday night I visited the first 
line positions of a battalion of our 
regiment, which, during the night of 
April —, , began the work of 
relieving the French units previous- 
ly installed there. There was neither 
a complete trench system, nor any 
communicating trenches. From the 
battalion commander’s post of com- 
mand—a hole carved out of the side 
of a quarry—one walks over a 
meadow land pitted with shell cra- 
ters straight to the firing line. 

Our positions at.this point are on 
the edge of a bare plateau sloping 
downward to a ravine, on the other 
side of which, some 400 yards away, 
are the Germans. Their defensive 
system includes the demolished vil- 
lage mentioned above. The chateau 
and a little group of houses compos- 
ing the village are on slightly higher 
ground than we hold and to reach 
them our men would have to cross 
a ravine, exposed to frontal and en- 
filading fire fro mthe German artil- 
lery and machine guns. 

Following the retirement of the 
Fifth British Army and the interval 
of chaos consequent upon it, the 
yermans, advancing westward, were 
able to send their cavalry patrols 
into villages miles behind our pres- 
ent front.

-KEMMEL AND HOLD AMIENS | 
_ TO PREVENT RETIREMENT 


Simonds, in Analysis of Situation, Says German 
Thrusts, North and South, Are for Elbow 
Room to Resume Drive Towards Channel.

It is inevitable that, in present op- 
| erations,. the precedent of Verdun 
ishould be frequently recalled, and 
l the attacks upon Mount Kemmel in 
no small degree resemble the opera- 
ltions west of the Meuse River, about 
' Dead Man’s Hill,.in March, i916, aft- 
er the great rush had been arrested 
‘and the arrival of French reserves 


‘had transferred the Verdun contest 


from a battle to something ap- 


| proaching a siege. 


It was necessary for the Germans, 
before they could advance further on 
the east bank of the Meuse, where 
their main effort was being made, 
to dispose of the flanking fire from 
Dead Man's Hill. Today it Is essen- 
tial, before they can go forward at 
the center of their salient, west of 
Armentieres and facing Hazebrouck, 
to dispose of allied troops and guns 
on the flanking hills to the north. 

There is, in this region,. in the 
main absolutely flat, a curious series 
of more/for less isolated heights, the 
westernmost of which is the famous 
Mount Caseel, northwest of Haze- 
brouck, and the easternmost, the 
Kemme! high ground which is now 
being fought for. Kemmel has two 
‘important missions in allied defense. 
It commands the lower ground of 
the Messines-Wytschaete Ridge to 
the east, and, while the allies hold 
Kemmel, it is impossible for the 
Germans to turn the Messines Ridge 
to its best advantage for them. In 
exactly the same way allied artil- 
lery, pointed south, commands the 
Armentieres salient and holds up 
German advance west in this. 

Fate of Ypres Salient. 

The final possession of Kemmel by* 
the Germans would, it seems, settle 
the fate of the remnant of the Ypres 


salient remaining to the British aft- 


| er their retirement of some days ago. 
glishs: Strong partial attacks mide’! 


To stay in Ypres, with all the rear- 
ward communications of the town 
and salient dominated both by Kem- 
mel and Messines, would be next to 
impossible. It would be to invite a 
disaster, to risk the isolation and en- 
velopment of the troops left in this 
region. 

We may assume, then, that, un- 
less Kemmel is retaken and held by 
the allies, there will be a prompt re- 
tirement out of Ypres, and that the 
allied lines will be rearranged to run 
frorn the flooded Yser district, held 
by the Belgians, straight south, west 
of Kemmel, and resting upon the 
group of hills of which Mont des Cats 
Is the most conspicuous. This is 
what the French had to do, in a 
smaller way, when they = retired 
from Dead: Man’s Hill to the Charny 
Ridge at Verdun. 

What the German is doing is to 
drive a deep salient or wedge into 
the allied lines and then, when he 
can get forward no further in the 
salient, turn and try to break down 
the’ sides, from which flanking fire 
impedes his main advance. If he is 
succesful in this, as he seems to have 
been at Kemmel, then it is necessary 
for the allies to consent to a disloca.- 
tion of their lines over some miles. 
and in turn the German salient is 
ironed out and he can start again to 
Grive a new salient. 

This is an entirely different sort of 
operation from the attack in mass on 
a great front which was made both 
north and south in the first days 
of the present offensive. But it may 
be merely preliminary to a new drive, 
a sort of clearing up operation, fin- 
ishing off one larger advance and 
preparing for a new one. Once the 
Kemme!l Hill positions are out of the 
way, the German may advance to the 
south upon Hazebrouck or to the 
rorth he can attack the junction be- 
tween British and Belgian lines. 

Difficulty of the Allies: 


The difficulty of the allies in this 
situation is patent. Any considerable 
progress of the Germans before 
Hazebrouck will im@eril the whole 
Belgian army to the @morth, for, as 
the Germans advance, they are draw- 
ing nearer and nearer to the sea, and 
the gap between the sea and the ene- 
my, through which the Belgians must 
retire to avoid isolation, is narrow- 
ing. It is absolutely essential that 
there shall be a retreat before this 
"ap is too narrow. 

So, far as one may judge, up to the 
present moment, then, the German 
objective is to drive his wedge more 


and more deeply, compelling the al- 


lies to make frequent adjustments of 
their lines, each of which means the 
abandonment of important defensive 
positions. It is plain from the map 


‘that an advance of not more than 1° 


miles.would compel a retreat of the 
whole Belgian army out of the frag- 
ment of their country still left to 
them. Instead of resting their left 
flank on the sea at Nieuport and 
their right upon the flooded district 
of the Yser, they would be compelled 
to stand with one flank on Dunkirk 
and the other touching the allied 
armies somewhere north of St. Ome- 
rand, west of Hazebrouck. Such a 
change would carry the Germans for- 
ward on a very wide front and bring 
them materially nearer to Calais. 

On_the other hand, such advance, 
short of another break in the line, 
would probably be very slow and it 
would be a question of weeks before 
a situation would develop requiring 
such a retirement on the part of the 
Belgians. Within limits the allies 
can afford to surrender ground in the 
north at the price of the heaviest 
casualties to their enemy. They can 
in this region adopt the policy of Pe- 
tain on the west bank of the Meuse 
and they can afford to surrender far 
more ground than could the defender 
of Verdun. 

Situation to the South. 

Looking to the southward about 
Amiens, however, the allies are in a 
wholly different situation. They 
cannot afford to lose any ground be- 
cause the Germans are already so 
near Amiens that they must be seri- 
ously interfering with allied com- 
munications and with the railroads 
which pass through the city. This 
explains the prompt British counter- 
attack when the Germans took Vil- 
liers-Brettoneux. Petain had to do 
exactly the same at Verdun, east of 
the Meuse, where the German ad- 
vance had been halted at a. point so 
near the last defensive line that 
every foot had to be contested. 

The Germans are alternating their 
blows, now north, now south, but the 
two possibilities are plain. Any con- 
siderable advance to the north will 
compel the evacuation of Belgium, 
just as the permanent possession of 
Kemmel will render the Ypres Sa- 
lient untenable. <Any n.aterial ad- 
vance toward Amiens will threaten 
the communications of the allied 
armies. If the Germans make ary 
great advance west of Amiens, then it 
will be impossible for the main Brit- 
ish forces to retire south and in line 
with the French, if to the northward 
they are driven in toward the chan- 
nel and find themselves in too nar- 
row a corner. 

The fighting the last week has 
been for local positions; it has not 
yet touched the proportions of ao. ma- 
jor effort. It resembles the second 
stage of Verdun, after the great rush 
had come to an end. But it must 
be reckoned as only a prelude to 
what is coming. When he gets more 
elbow room north and south. pro- 
vided he does, the German will re- 
sume his drives on Amiens and Ila- 
zelbrouck, with Abbeville and Calais 
—that is, with the channe!l—as his 
ultimate objective.

GAINS IN DAY OF 
BITTEREST FIGHTIN 


Struggle in Flanders Monday 
Accounted One of Fiercest 


Since Present Offensive 


Was Started. 


‘ADDED CASUALTIES 
WAS ONLY RESULT 


German Objective, Sought 
With Tremendous Weight 
of Numbers, Was Hills 
East of Mont Kemmel. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Monday, April 29 (By A. 
P.).—This has been one of the bit- 
terest days of fighting that the Flan- 
ders battle ground’ has seen since 
the present offensive began. Since 
early morning Gen. von Arnim has 
been flinging great numbers of Ger- 
man troops against the allied lines 
between Zillebeke Lake and Bailleul, 
with the hills east of Mont Kemmel 
as his ultimate objective. At the 
same time a secondary thrust has 
been made at the Belgians in the re- 
gion of the Yser, north of Ypres. 

When the correspondent left the 
battle front shortly after 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon, the German com- 
mander had nothing to show for his 
pretentious drive, but a long list of 


dead and wounded. 

Along the major portion of the 
front his troops have been held, and 
where they succeeded by superior 


weight of numbers in pushing for- 
ward.they were soon ejected by coun- 
ter drives. The allied line was in- 
tact throughout at that hour. 

French in Counter Attack. 

The Germans pushed on between 
Scherpenberg and Mont Rouge. 
counter attack by the French, how- 
ever, gradually pushed the dogged 
Germans back until Locre had been 
regained and the whole line re-es- 
tablished. Meanwhile, the British 
were holding with traditional valor 
and not an inch did they allow the 
hard-hitting enemy, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the defenders were 
greatly outnumbered. 

One regiment, which was holding 
a position astride the Kemmel-La 
Clytte road, had repulsed four fierce 
attacks up to the time the corre- 
spondent left the front. In and out 
the fighting continued at Voorme- 
zeele. The Germans made strenuous 
efforts to capture the place, but the 
British clung tenaciously to their 
posts and the best the enemy could 
claim was a footing in the hamlet. 

On the Belgian front fortune also 
was with the defenders, for the Bel- 
gians, in a spirited counter attack, 
drove the enemy back after the latter 
had pushed in and secured a few ad-

The hills were being continuously 
bombarded and Ypres was smothered 


with gas. German aviators were out 
in force trying to bomb transports 
along the highways, but the British 
flyers were more than upholding 
their end of the defense. A number 
of fresh German divisions were en- 
gaged in the battle, having been 
brought up during the night. The 
artillery likewise was heavily rein- 


exceedingly heavy. 
Germans Sought Weak Spot. 

Ever since the occupation of Kem- 
mel the Germans have been pecking 
at the allied lines in the Kemmel re- 
gion in an endeavor to find a weak 
spot through which they could con- 
tinue theftr advance. There have 
been heavy local engagements at 
numerous points. 

Yesterday afternoon the Germans 
put down a heavy artillery barrage 
and began massing between Zille- 
beke and Ypres. There is no doubt 
they intended to attack under cover 
of the heavy fog which shrouded the 
whole countryside. The British gun- 
ners countered, however, with such 
an effective barrage that the attack 
was smashed. 

Later the Germans began shelling 
the whole front heavily and it be- 
came evident that a heavy assault 
was under preparation. An S O 8 
from the British, front line called 
down a protective artillery barrage 
during the early night and it is be- 
lieved the Germans again were 
caught and forced to withdraw, for 
no infantry action followed.

It may be that in some upper stories 
of buildings, where styles and gar- 
ments are made for export to Amer- 
ica, that gay colors could be found, 
but not upon the streets of Paris.

Those 
who have not seem unwilling to 
flaunt gay colors before their less 
fortunate sisters. The sisterhood 
seems intensified if they all wear 
black together, so everybody wears 
dull colors. 

The small boy, even up to a pretty 
good chunk of a boy, wears his knees 
bare. No well dressed lad between 
5 and 15 would think of covering his 
knees. His pants come down to the 
top of his knees, and his stockings 
come up to the bottom of his knees. 
The remaining interval is bare skin. 
This youth never wears an overcoat, 
but in rain or stormy weather, he 
has a long cape, frequently with a 
cowl attached like that of a monk. 

A peculiar fashion in women's 
shoes is to be observed. The skirts 
are worn at about the length obtain- 
ing in the United States, but the 
shoes are hardly as high. The tops 
are almost always of cloth, and 
many of the shoes of poorer quality 
are of cloth or felt.

Food Prices Are High. 

Food prices are high. There is no 
real shortage apparent, except in | 
sugar, butter and tobacco. The lat- 
ter may not be classed exactly as 
a food, but it is a prime essential in 
time of war. Bread is issued only 
on cards, and even dwellers at ho- | 
tels must go to the police station and | 
obtain their permission to buy a cer- 
tain amount of food each day. 

Sugar has disappeared. A certain 
amount enters into the cookery, but 
there is not a candy shop in Paris 
with sweets for sale. In coffee you 
may have a minute tablet of saccha- 
rine, or a spoonful of honey. Take 
the honey. In cafes, those who de- 
sire to sweeten their drinks receieve 
some mysterious “long sweetening” 
poured out of a bottle. 

The tobacco shortage would be 
comic if it were not so nearly tragic. 
The Frenchman was not much of a 
smoker before the war, they say. He 
is now, and the production is not up 
to the usual quantity, and the sub- 
marines have sunk  tobacco-laden 
ships. The state itself manufactures 
cigarettes, and while I don’t like to 
knock, they are bum cigarettes. I 
am not lacking in appreciation of 
hospitality, but those cigarettes have 
a rasp to them like Shannon County | 
home-grown tobacco rolled in writ- | 
ing paper. | 


In polite restaurants one | 
may see gentlemen, and fine ladies, | 
too, carefully extinguishing their | 
English and American cigarettes, to | 
relight them after the meal. | 

The jewelry shops in the Rue de la 
Paix show little gold cases which 
women may carry on the end of a 
gold chain attached to a finger ring. | 
They hold just two dominos of sugar, 
which are a social necessity, for if 
one goes out to tea, and one takes 
sugar in one’s tea, one must take 
one’s Own sugar along. 

Fashions in policemen run alto- 
gether to capes and whiskers, while 
in street cleaners the styles are al] 
female in wooden shoes. They keep 
them clean, too, with long witch-like 
brooms, and a power of conversation. 

In hotel clerks, the styles all run 
to long gray beards and long. black 
coats; in waiters, scarred faces are 
all the vogue, while in lifts, only the 
smallest sizes of elevator boys are 
being worn. 

Restaurant Prices High. 

On restaurant checks, the styles 
all run to high figures. A meal’s 
victuals which in St. Louis .would 
cost about a dollar, here sets you 
back about 15 frances ($3).

ad | WANT to pitch peace out of my lexicon for th 
time being,’’ Mr. Antwine said. ‘‘Whatever 
chance of it there was existed in Austria, and 
now that the Emperor’s mother-in-law has been dis 
missed from the country until the war is over We 
may dismiss all thought of it from our minds.

People have protested against this sort of 
thing, and have tried to dissuade us from the folly 
of having anything to do with it. They have said 
time and time again that the way to get the war. 
over is to take off our coats and get into it, and I am 
afraid they have been right. 

‘‘War is one of those things which are very likely 
to upset our ideals without very much warning. We 
see what it did to the pacifists. The pacifists preached 
an ideal which so appealed to our national instinct 
that the entire school of preparedness was eclipsed. 
This same thing happened in other countries. War 
made the men who wanted to prepare for war right. 
They were not right as a mere matter of superior in- 
telligence; as a matter of fact they were wrong, and 
the other side surpassed them in intelligence so far 
as to carry the country with it. There is where one 
of the most damnable attributes of war gets in its 
fine work. It can make the worse part the better. 

‘‘Thus, the Germans hoped to have war make right 
what they knew to be wrong. They knew war could 
do that. No apology for Belgium or any other 
atrocity would be necessary if they won. War was 


‘ to make all of those terrible things right, just as it 


has made Mr. Carnegie, who was right, seem to have 
been foolish. That is why some philosopher has said 
that at a time of war philosophy is futile.’’ 

‘But wouldn't right remain right no matter who 
won?’’ the storekeeper asked.
